Elderly woman 
run over by 
garbage truck 


Critical condition. 
Dartmouth senior, 83, 
tripped tossing trash 


An 83-year-old Dartmouth 
woman was in critical condi¬ 
tion Thursday night after be¬ 
ing run over by a garbage truck 
right outside of her Maynard 
Street home. 

Paramedics rushed her to 
hospital at about 2:10 p.m., 
after she had been pinned 
underneath the vehicle’s 
wheels, Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice spokesman Const. Pierre 
Bourdages said. 

Her name was not relased. 

“No charges have been laid 
at this time,” Bourdages said. 

The quiet road remained 
cordoned off with yellow tape 
between Portland and Sum¬ 
mit streets as police continued 
their investigation of the sad 


scene early Thursday evening. 

“We heard it,” a woman 
who was gardening on nearby 
Old Ferry Road said, as officers 
roamed the area, the blue and 
red lights of their vehicles 
flashing and drivers slowing 
down to take a peek. 

“Someone came out... yell¬ 
ing ... ‘stop, stop!”’ she said, 
shaking her head. 

“What we understand is the 
lady in the white house came 
out and the garbage truck ... 
(was) starting to move,” she 
said, pointing to the green 
waste management truck 
parked outside of an attached 
white house. 

“She had a bag of garbage 
that she wanted to throw in, 
and she tripped and fell, and 
the back wheels of the trucks 
went over her legs,” the con¬ 
cerned neighbour said. 

“The driver stopped veiy,

RCMP, dozens of police

In the wake of a national child 
sexual exploitation investiga¬ 
tion that resulted in the rescue 
of five children, a senior RCMP 
officer is urging Canadians to 
educate themselves about on¬ 
line perils. 

“Prevention is our strongest 
ally,” said Insp. Bob Resch, the 
officer in charge of the Nation¬ 
al Child Exploitation Coordina¬ 
tion Centre. “By empowering 
children, parents, friends and 


teachers on how to combat 
internet predators, you can 
make a difference.” 

Resch joined police officers 
from across the country in 
Halifax Thursday to announce 
the results of Operation Snap¬ 
shot III, an investigation in¬ 
volving 40 Canadian police 
agencies. 

More than 150 people are 
facing 343 charges, ranging 
from luring to sexual assault. 

Five children in four prov¬ 
inces were rescued and more 


than one million images were 
seized. 

“These images are not sim¬ 
ply children having a bubble 
bath,” said Sgt. Mike Petrilli 
of the Canadian Police Cen¬ 
tre for Missing and Exploited 
Children. “They are clearly 
children that are in a situation 
where they are being sexually 
assaulted.” 

Ten people have been 
charged in Nova Scotia, includ¬ 
ing four in the Halifax area. 

RCMP Cpl. Jadie Spence, a 


member of the Halifax Inte¬ 
grated Internet Child Exploita¬ 
tion Unit, said the accused are 
all men, but vaiy in age and 
occupation. 

“We often see that they 
don’t have a criminal record,” 
he said. “There’s no profile 
other than... males, of any age, 
they can be doing any job, any 
profession.” 

Nova Scotia is one of only 
two provinces that has a law 
requiring any citizen who be¬ 
comes aware of child pornog¬ 
raphy to report it, something 
Sadie said most people don’t 
know. 

He said tips from the public 
are important to his job. 

“The Internet is huge, so we 
need citizens out there who 
are seeing things, reporting 
them to us, or reporting to 
cybertip.ca,” he said.

Tashlynn Marie Shaw, 23, 
appeared in Halifax prov¬ 
incial court Thursday. She 
faces 22 offences following 
an investigation that in¬ 
cluded interviews with two

young girls “who had been 
coerced to continue work¬ 
ing in the sex trade.” 

“The investigation also 
revealed that, on two separ¬ 
ate occasions, the woman 
used a weapon to assault 
one of the victims,” Halifax 
Regional Police said in a re¬ 
lease. 

Officers arrested Shaw 
at home without incident 
Wednesday. 

Charges against her in¬ 
clude trafficking a child, in¬ 
vitation to sexual touching, 
living off underage prosti¬ 
tution, possessing a danger¬ 
ous weapon, assault with 
a weapon, luring children, 
assault causing bodily harm 


and forcible confinement, 
among several others. 

The HRP/RCMP Integrat¬ 
ed Vice Unit believes there 
may be more victims. 

“Given the information 
gathered in the investiga¬ 
tion, and also the fact that 
we had two victims identi¬ 
fied very quickly, we do be¬ 
lieve there are more victims 
in this case,” police spokes¬ 
man Const. Pierre Bourd- 
ages said. 

“This is the fourth (re¬ 
cent) incident where hu¬ 
man trafficking charges 
have been laid,” Bourdages 
added. 

“We do urge anyone with 
information about other 
victims, or about underage 
prostitution whatsoever, to 
give us a call.” 

Police ask anyone with 
information about the case 
to call 490-5016 with any 
tips, or to call Crime Stop¬ 
pers at 1-800-222-8477.

Halifax’s libraries are em¬ 
barking on a two-year plan to 
improve the accessibility of 
equipment, collections and 
employment opportunities. 

Heather Mackenzie, Hali¬ 
fax Public Libraries’ manager 
of diversity and accessibility, 
presented the Universal Access 
Plan to the city’s accessibility 
advisory committee this week, 
saying the goal is not just ac¬ 
commodation, but seamless 
inclusion of all libraiy users. 

“We have a good foundation 
of basic accessibility in many of

our locations, but this is our op¬ 
portunity to move beyond that 
into a high level of universal ac¬ 
cess,” she said. 

Mackenzie said the libraiy 
has consulted with some ad¬ 
vocacy groups and will con¬ 
tinue to meet and consult with 
others throughout the process. 

The top concerns so far 
include better employment 
opportunities, more assist¬ 
ive technology, and inclusion 
while recognizing special 
needs. 

Over the next two years, 
she said, the libraries will ad¬ 
dress those priorities through 


improved staff training, the 
launch of a pilot job-shadowing 
program for persons with intel¬ 
lectual disabilities, and more 
accessible hiring practices and 
digital collections. 

Director of community en¬ 
gagement Kathleen Peverill 
told the committee the plan 
doesn’t address physical access¬ 
ibility, as that isn’t the issue at 
most branches. 

“Those are the things we’ve 
been easily able to do,” she 
said. 

Committee members made 
several recommendations, in¬ 
cluding having a trained staff 
person consistently on hand 
to help with assistive technolo¬ 
gies — and having assistive 
platforms on eveiy workstation 
instead of just one or two. 

“I think that would be ideal, 
to... have a basic platform of ac¬ 
cessibility on all computers, so 
that’s probably going to be part 
of our plan,” said Mackenzie. 
“That’s more universal access.”

Three charged in 
animalcrueltycase 
plead guilty, banned 
from owning 
animals for loyears 

Three people have pleaded 
guilty to animal cruelty and 
have been banned from 
owning animals for 10 years, 


the Nova Scotia SPCA an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

In March, the SPCA says 
they removed 125 cats from 
a home in Dartmouth and 
three people were charged a 
short time later. 

The list of charges includ¬ 
ed animal cruelty, confining 
an animal to an enclosure 
or area with inadequate 
space, unsanitaiy conditions, 
and inadequate ventilation 
or without providing an 


opportunity for exercise so 
as to significantly impair 
the animal’s health or well 
being. 

The cats were moved to 
provincial shelters in Kings, 
Colchester and Pictou coun¬ 
ties, and the SPCA says some 
remain in their care. 

The SPCA estimates the 
cost of taking care of the 
cats totalled over $15,000 in 
the first few weeks.

Although Saint Maiy’s Cath¬ 
edral Basilica will remain “as 
welcoming as (it was) before” 
on the inside, Peter Browne 
said those who park illegally 
in the parish’s private lots 
will soon be getting the boot. 

After July 2, any vehicles 
without a valid permit or pay 
stub will be immobilized with 
a tire boot. 

“Unfortunately we are hav¬ 
ing to get more serious with 
this,” said Browne, finances 
administrator for the Arch¬ 
diocese of Halifax-Yarmouth. 



The lots will be monitored 
24-7 by Target Park outside of 
mass times or church events. 
Those who wish to remove 
the boot would need to pay 
$92.50. 

“It’s about tiying to take 
the lot back for the parishion¬ 
ers,” Browne said. 

He said about half of the 
80 lots near the bottom of 
Spring Garden Road are often 


taken up by those going to the 
nearby libraiy or attending an 
event at the Metro Centre. 

The lot behind the church 
will become paid parking for 
the public, with passes run¬ 
ning about $10 a day, while 
the lot beside the church 
will be for staff and visitors 
who can use free temporary 
permits. 

To those who say enfor¬ 
cing such strict rules isn’t 
veiy Christian, Browne said 
churchgoers will see no dif¬ 
ference “because if you’re 
coming to mass you’re park¬ 
ing free.” 

Michelle Crawford said 
she’s been using the lot for 
years when she comes down¬ 
town and said the change is 
“unfortunate” but not sur¬ 
prising. 

“I’ve ... always thought of 
it as a little secret in the city, 
so I’ll definitely miss that,” 
she said.

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Toronto. Air Canada flight 
to Brazil forced home due 
to unscreened passenger 


Canadian officials were saying 
little Thursday about a security 
lapse at Pearson International 
airport that prompted them 
to order an Air Canada flight 
with 189 passengers en route to 
Brazil to return to Toronto after 
several hours in the air. 

Air Canada said Flight 090 
took off for Sao Paulo at around 
11:30 p.m. Wednesday, un¬ 
aware a passenger had boarded 
without proper screening. 

“With the aircraft already in 
the air for four hours, we were 
notified of this and ordered by 
Transport Canada to have the 
aircraft return to Toronto,” Air 
Canada spokesman Peter Fitz¬ 
patrick said in an email. 

The plane landed at 6:30 
a.m. at Pearson and was sur¬ 
rounded by police. 

Airport authorities had said 
Wednesday that all departing 
international flights from Ter¬ 
minal 1 were suspended while 
police searched for a man who 
had passed through security 
unchecked.

Private bill aims to

A private member’s bill

Justice minister defends 
remarks on female judges

Federal Justice Minister 
Peter MacKay is defending 
comments he made last 
week about why so few 
women are appointed as 
judges in Canada. 

MacKay was responding 
to Wednesday’s Toronto 
Star report about an On¬ 
tario Bar Association meet¬ 
ing at which he was asked 
about the lack of women 
and minorities on federally 
appointed court benches. 

MacKay answered the 
question by saying that 
women don’t apply to be 
judges because they fear 
the job will take them away 
from their children — and 
that children need their 
mothers more than their 
fathers, the Star report said. 

On Thursday, rather than 
back away from the com¬ 
ments, MacKay stood his 
ground. 

“At early childhood, 
there’s no question I think 
that women have a greater 
bond with their children,” 
he said. 

Canada needs more 
women to apply for ju¬ 
dicial appointments, he 
continued, before walking 
away from reporters. 


Conservative responses 


Some of MacKay’s Conserv¬ 
ative colleagues appeared 
uncomfortable with his 
remarks. 


• Calgary MP Michelle 
Rempel said parliamen¬ 
tarians should celebrate 
women, no matter their 
career choices, including 
staying at home. 


• Ontario MP Mike Wal¬ 
lace refused to comment 
on the matter, saying it's 
up to MacKay to defend 
his own statements. 


• And Quebec MP Maxime 
Bernier laughed off 
the comments, but was 
quick to point out that 
he has a “special bond” 
with his daughters. 


Later in the House of 
Commons, opposition MPs 
pounced on MacKay’s com¬ 
ment, declaring them sexist 
and demanding an apology. 

“I ask the minister to 
apologize to all Canadians 
for blaming motherhood 
for his abject failure to en¬ 
sure that the federal court 
reflects the diversity of so¬ 
ciety,” said Liberal MP Caro¬ 
lyn Bennett. 

MacKay insisted, how¬ 
ever, that he was being un¬ 
fairly maligned. 

“That, of course, is a 
complete mischaracteriza- 


tion of what I said, what I 
think, how I act and who I 
am,” he told the Commons. 
Judicial appointments are 
made solely on the basis of 
merit, he added. 

“With respect to min¬ 
orities and women being 
promoted to the judiciary, 


I think we can all agree 
that government, of course, 
plays an important role 
in that, but so too do law 
schools and law societies, 
and that is exactly the mes¬ 
sage I was bringing to the 
Ontario Bar Association.”

Government to unveil major reform 
of temporary foreign worker program 


The Harper government was 
set to announce reforms to 
the controversial temporary 
foreign worker program on 
Friday. 

The announcement will 
be made by Employment 
Minister Jason Kenney and 
Immigration Minister Chris 
Alexander at a 2:30 p.m. 
news conference in Ottawa. 

A poll commissioned 
by Ottawa suggested Can¬ 
adians would be in favour 
of creating an easier path 
for workers under the pro¬ 
gram to remain in the coun¬ 
try and even obtain citizen¬ 
ship in order to retain their 
skills. 


Industry groups con¬ 
sulted by Kenney and of¬ 
ficials say they believe the 
key change will be to make 
it more difficult for firms 
to bring in workers for un¬ 
skilled, low-paying jobs, 
such as in the food-service 
industry. 

News reports also have 
speculated the government 
might impose a wage floor 
for TFWs that is higher than 
the Canadian minimum 
wage. 

One change almost cer¬ 
tain to be in the measures 
is new fines for firms that 
abuse the system. 

Kenney recently told MPs 


in the House he intended to 
“severely punish non-com- 
pliant employers and pre¬ 
vent distortions in certain 
regions or industries in the 
labour market.” 

Kenney also will likely 
increase the cost to employ¬ 
ers of bringing in tempor¬ 
ary workers. 

The program has become 
a hot potato for the Harper 
government ever since stor¬ 
ies of abuses came to light 
in the news media, includ¬ 
ing one case where Royal 
Bank employees were asked 
to train foreign workers to 
take over their jobs. 

In February, 65 Alberta 


ironworkers contended they 
were let go so that foreign 
workers could replace them. 

The program has become 
increasingly used by Can¬ 
adian firms for both high- 
and low-skilled positions, 
despite relatively high lev¬ 
els of unemployment and 
data showing the number 
of unemployed to vacancies 
was rising. 

A recent government 
calculation estimated there 
were 386,000 temporary 
foreign workers in Canada, 
or about two per cent of the 
labour force, up from about 
100,000 in 2002.

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Dude, where are women in video games? 


Electronic 

Entertainment Expo. 

New games feature 
assassins, soldiers, 
bank robbers and 
secret agents. And 
they are all men. 


At last week’s Electronic 
Entertainment Expo, video 
game developers hyped up¬ 
coming titles featuring super¬ 
soldiers, assassins, bank rob¬ 
bers and secret agents. They 
all had one thing in common: 
They’re men. 

The continued lack of fe¬ 


male protagonists in games 
shown off at E3 highlighted 
an issue that continues to 
loom over the video game in¬ 
dustry. Why is it still such a 
dude fest? 

“It’s boring that we’re 
continuing to have this con¬ 
versation,” said Belinda Van 
Sickle, president and CEO of 
the advocacy group Women 
in Games International. 

“I started in the industiy 
nine years ago and it seems 
like we’re having the same 
conversation with the same 
responses from industry insid¬ 
ers, gamers and the media. It 
needs to be more substantive.” 

While there were a few 
notable exceptions at this 


year’s E3 — like thril-seelcer 
Lara Croft in Rise of the Tomb 
Raider and sci-fi survivor 
Amanda in Alien: Isolation — 
male characters still far out¬ 
number female protagonists 
in video games. 

“The more women we 
have playing games, the more 
we will be able to have a bal¬ 
ance between women and 
men in the games,” said Yves 
Guillemot, CEO of Ubisoft. 

Ubisoft came under the 
most fire at E3 after revealing 
that the playable characters 
in the co-op modes of both 
its historical adventure Assas¬ 
sin’s Creed: Unity and shoot- 
’em-up Far Ciy 4 would all be 
men. 


Despite the fact previous 
instalments of those series fea¬ 
tured female avatars, the de¬ 
velopers cited technical limita¬ 
tions for the lack of girl power. 

“Any character you cre¬ 
ate requires extra resources, 
gender aside,” explained Eric 
Hirshberg, CEO of Activision 
Publishing. “Any character 
that has a different look, 
voice, mechanics or way 
of moving, requires more 
work.... But that’s not a rea¬ 
son not to do something. We 
create lots of different char¬ 
acters with lots of different 
movements.” 

In addition to technical 
issues, the reasons given 
for gender imbalance in 


the game world can include 
psychology, financial justifi¬ 
cations and perhaps sexism. 

Many in the industiy be¬ 
lieve the problem stems from 
the game-makers themselves, 
most of whom are men. 

Van Sickle of Women in 
Games International said 
that 12 to 18 per cent of 
the industry is women and 
many game developers and 
publishers have problems 
finding and retaining female 
employees. 

“My thesis is that it’s a male- 
dominated business,” said Pat¬ 
rick Soderlund, executive vice- 
president at EA Studios. 

“I’m not sure that flies, 
but I think it overall may

have something to do with 
it — that boys tend to de¬ 
sign for boys and women for 
women. I’m just happy that 
we have a game with a fe¬ 
male heroine.”

Teacher of inmates 
raped at prison: report 


A teacher at an Arizona 
prison was alone in a room 
full of sex offenders before 
being stabbed and sexually 
assaulted by a convicted rap¬ 
ist, according to documents 
obtained by The Associated 
Press about an attack that 
highlighted major security 
lapses at the facility. 

The attack occurred Jan. 30 
at the Eyman prison’s Mead¬ 
ows Unit, which houses about 
1,300 sex offenders. 

The teacher was adminis¬ 
tering a high school equiva¬ 
lency test to about a half- 
dozen inmates in a classroom 
with no guard nearby and 


only a radio to call for help. 

The Department of Cor¬ 
rections issued only a bare- 
bones press release after the 
attack, but the AP pieced 
together what happened 
based on reports obtained 
under the Arizona Public Re¬ 
cords Act. 

After the last of the other 
inmates left, Jacob Harvey 
asked the teacher if she could 
open the bathroom and then 
attacked her, records show. 
Harvey is accused of stabbing 
her in the head with a pen 
and sexually assaulting her. 

The teacher told investi¬ 
gators that she screamed for

help, but none came. After¬ 
ward, Harvey tried to use her 
radio to call for help.

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Hemp seeds held at U.S.-Canada border 


Fledgling industry. 

Seizure underscores 
difficulties facing U.S. 
hemp industry after 
decades of prohibition 


Hundreds of pounds of indus¬ 
trial hemp seeds bound from 
Canada to Colorado have 
been seized by federal author¬ 


ities in North Dakota, mark¬ 
ing the latest bump along 
the road to legalization of 
marijuana’s non-intoxicating 
cousin. 

At the centre of the dis¬ 
pute is hemp activist Tom Mc¬ 
Clain. Armed with a copy of 
last year’s federal Farm Bill, 
which allowed states to per¬ 
mit hemp cultivation for re¬ 
search and development, he 
set off for MacGregor, Mani¬ 


toba, and bought 350 pounds 
of seeds used to grow a strain 
known as X-59 or Hemp Nut. 

Hemp is legal in Canada, 
and North Dakota is one of 
15 states with laws that allow 
limited hemp production. 
However, under the Farm 
Bill, importing hemp seeds 
requires permission from the 
U.S. Drug Enforcement Ad¬ 
ministration. 

McClain’s seeds were con¬ 


fiscated Saturday at the bor¬ 
der crossing in Hansboro, 
North Dakota, after he says 
he declared the seven bags in 
his trunk. McClain, however, 
has not been charged with a 
crime. “They treated me very 
professionally,” McClain said 
after he returned to Colorado 
— without the seeds. “They 
were just a little confused as 
to what to do.”

Smartphone thefts. Data 
show iPhone ’kill switch’ 
sharply reduces crime 


New crime data show Apple’s 
addition of a “kill switch” to 
its iPhones last September 
has sharply reduced robber¬ 
ies and thefts, authorities in 
the U.S. said Thursday. 

The report from a year-old 
initiative called Secure Our 
Smartphones said Google and 
Microsoft will incorporate a 
kill switch into the next ver¬ 
sion of their operating sys¬ 
tems on smartphones. 

In New York City, robber¬ 
ies of Apple products fell 19 
per cent while grand larcen¬ 


ies dropped 29 per cent in 
the first five months of 2014 
compared with a year earlier, 
according to the report. Rob¬ 
beries and grand larcenies 
involving a Samsung smart¬ 
phone, which didn’t have a 
kill switch during much of 
that time, rose more than 40 
per cent. 

The iPhone switch is an 
opt-in feature that allows the 
user to locate the phone on 
a map and remotely lock or 
erase it.

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Colleges to collect 
better stats on 
stalking, violence 


United States. Victims’ 
advocates say statistics, 
as currently compiled, 
don’t paint an accurate 
picture of sexual crimes 
on campuses 


The Obama administration 
wants colleges and universi¬ 
ties to compile statistics on 
stalking, dating violence and 
domestic violence as part of 
its ongoing effort to curb sex¬ 
ual assaults on campuses. 

The Education Depart¬ 
ment proposed a new rule 
Thursday designed to provide 
a better picture of these prob¬ 
lems. 

The proposed rule change 


falls under the Cleiy Act, 
which requires colleges and 
universities to report crime 
statistics on or near their 
campuses and provide warn¬ 
ings in a timely manner if 
safety is threatened. The 
Violence Against Women 
Reauthorization Act of 2013 
signed by President Barack 
Obama amended the Cleiy 
Act by extending additional 
rights to campus victims. 

Victims’ advocates have 
said the statistics, as cur¬ 
rently compiled, don’t paint 
an accurate picture of the 
extent of sexual crimes on 
campuses. 

“These new rules strength¬ 
en schools’ capacity to pro¬ 
vide safer college campuses 
for students and to keep 
everyone better informed

Attempted 
murder, armed 
robbery charges 

An armoured car guard is 
in critical condition after 
being shot several times 
during a robbery attempt 
in Toronto early Thursday. 


Toronto police Staff Insp. 
Mike Earl said the guard, 
who returned fire, took 
four rounds to the body. A 
second guard never got out 
of the locked truck. Three 
men, all 18, were later ar¬ 
rested. Among the charges 
laid are attempted murder 
and armed robbeiy. 
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L.A* 1983 
law barring 
people from 
living in 
parked cars 
struck down 

A U.S. federal appeals court 
on Thursday struck down a 
31-year-old Los Angeles law 
that bars people from living 
in parked vehicles, saying 
the vaguely written statute 
discriminates against the 
homeless and poor. 

The three-judge panel 
ruling involved a 1983 law 
that prohibits the use of a 
vehicle “as living quarters 
either overnight, day-by¬ 
day, or otherwise.” 

The court said the law 
was unconstitutional be¬ 
cause its ambiguous word¬ 
ing does not make clear 
what conduct would consti¬ 
tute a violation and “crimin¬ 
alizes innocent behaviour.” 

The decision came in a 
case brought on behalf of 
four people who were ar¬ 
rested in the Venice area by 
Los Angeles police. 

The officers were part 
of an LAPD homelessness 
task force charged with en¬ 
forcing the ordinance in re¬ 
sponse to community com¬ 
plaints. 

The panel’s ruling over¬ 
turned a lower court judge 
who had sided with the 
city. The ruling might force 
other cities to amend stat¬ 
utes that outlaw sleeping in 
vehicles.

Evolution or devolution? 

People in the U.S. don't 
even have to wander 
the chilly grocery aisles 
to buy food anymore — 
there is a buffet of firms 
who will do it for them 


If you dread making super¬ 
market runs, you’re in luck. 

Same-day groceiy deliv- 
eiy services from Google, 
Instacart and Postmates are 
expanding into more cities 
around America, delivering 
eveiything from cereal to 
bottled water to toilet paper 
from nearby stores. 

The Associated Press tried 
out all three services. They’re 
fast, easy to use and way more 
convenient than waiting in 
the checkout line. All three 
deliver from local stores in the 
U.S., as well as some big na¬ 
tional chains, such as Whole 
Foods, Costco and Target. 


The services across Amer¬ 
ica are different from more 
established groceiy deliveiy 
companies such as Fresh- 
Direct, Peapod and Amazon- 


Fresh, because they don’t ac¬ 
tually sell groceries directly 
to you. Google Shopping 
Express, Instacart and Post¬ 
mates merely send someone 


to stores in your neighbour¬ 
hood. It works like this: You 
select what you want online 
or on an app, choose a deliv¬ 
ery time and the service will 


deliver the items to your door. 

But convenience comes 
at a price. The deliveiy char¬ 
ges can vary greatly. Google 
and Instacart offer flat rates, 
while Postmates’ fees depend 
on the distance of the deliv¬ 
eiy. And you may want to tip 
the deliveiy people. All three 
companies say it’s not neces- 
saiy, but Instacart and Post¬ 
mates allows you to add a tip 
while shopping on the app or 
website. 

Besides deliveiy costs, In¬ 
stacart charges a premium 
for items from some of the 
stores it delivers from. That 
means you will end up paying 
a lot more than if you walked 
over to the shop and bought 
it yourself. 

Another downside: Get¬ 
ting your groceries delivered 
means you may be missing 
out on using coupons or 
browsing for cheaper alterna¬ 
tives in the store. And the or¬ 
ders do not always go accord¬ 
ing to plan.

Starbucks. Baristas to 
get discount for tuition at 
Arizona State University 


It turns out Starbucks isn’t con¬ 
tributing any upfront scholar¬ 
ship money to an online college 
degree program it introduced 
this week. 

The Seattle-based company 
unveiled a program Monday 
that included a scholarship it 
described as “an investment” 
between Starbucks and Arizona 
State University. The program 
is designed to allow Starbucks 
workers to earn an online de¬ 


gree at the school at a steeply 
discounted rate. 

Following the announce¬ 
ment of the program Arizona 
State University President Mi¬ 
chael Crow told the Chronicle 
of Higher Education that Star- 
bucks is not contributing any 
money toward a scholarship. 
Instead, Arizona State will es¬ 
sentially charge workers less 
than the sticker price for online

Introducing Aero-X 


Sci-fi hovers 
into reality 

A sci-fi hover bike, akin to 
the flying forest speeders 
from Star Wars: Return of 
the Jedi, is set to take off by 
2017. The Aero-X, designed 
by Californian-based Aerofex 
Corporation, uses ducted 
rotors in a similar fashion to a 
helicopter but with far greater 
control. The aircraft, which 
costs $85,000 US and can fly 
at 72 km/h, will only hover to 
heights of 4.5 metres, so that 
a pilot’s licence isn’t required. 
Chief technology officer Mark 
De Roche tells Metro why we’ll 


all be riding into the future on 
a hovercraft. 

Did you decide to design 
this after watching Star 
Wars Episode VI: Return 
of the Jedi? (Laughs) I hate to 
disappoint but I’ve only seen 
one of the Star Wars movies 
and it didn’t influence the 
design. 

In the James Bond movie 
Die Another Day hover¬ 
craft float over minefields. 
Are the military interest¬ 
ed? It’s not going to be used 
by the militaiy at this stage. 
But the Aero-X can be used for 
ranching, crop dusting, and 
search and rescue. 

Is it like riding a hovercraft 


or a motorcycle? It’s prob¬ 
ably closer to a motorcycle. 
You’re in a dynamic air 
environment. At first your 
eyes are fixed on the ground 
but when you get used to 
focusing on the horizon and 
adapt to the winds, you’re 
transported into a different 
element. You bank into a 
turn based on the wind like 
sailing — you get an intui¬ 
tive sense about the wind. 

Do you require a helmet? 

I didn’t wear one for quite 
some time and the guys and 
I decided it was reckless. We 
were in the desert so I didn’t 
feel much need but it’s likely 
depending on the laws of a 
country whether a helmet

keyboardist Bob Gaudio (Erich 
Bergen), from clubs to concert 
halls as the Four Seasons, one 
of the biggest-selling acts 
in rock history. Hits like Big 
Girls Don't Cry, Walk Like A 
Man and Can't Take My Eyes 
Off You kept them at the top 
of the charts — but ego, in¬ 
fighting, and money troubles 
blew them apart.

Go for the tunes, not 
the theatrics. 

Clint Eastwood-helmed 
rags-to-riches music 
tale lacks realism, but 
is saved by a bunch 
of earworms that 
will have audiences 
tapping their toes 


Richard: Mark, I thought 
director Clint Eastwood set 
up the story of the band 
well enough. From their 
hardscrabble beginnings 
to the height of their suc¬ 
cess, it’s a rags-to-riches 


story and when it focuses 
on the four band members, 
it works. 

Unfortunately it takes 
a cast of characters to tell 
the tale, and Eastwood 
seems content to allow his 
supporting actors to go off- 
the-charts theatrical. By the 
time the end credits roll, it’s 
clear that the movie is a cari¬ 
cature of a real-life story. 

Nothing feels completely 
genuine, as if the theatrical¬ 
ity of the stage version bled 
into the film. 

Mark: Richard, I think I 
know when the film goes 
off the rails. 

When the band breaks 
up two-thirds of the way 
through, everything that fol¬ 


lows feels forced, cheesy, 
and the emotions play a bit 
phoney. 

But I still enjoyed the mov¬ 
ie. I saw the theatrical version 
twice and I’m a big fan of the 
group. 

The music makes a bigger 
impact in the stage version, 
but some of the characters 
play better in the film. 

None of the acting is stel¬ 
lar, but it’s always fun to 
watch Christopher Walken do 
his “good mobster” schticlc, 
and Erich Bergen as Bob Gau¬ 
dio, the brains of the group, 
really stood out for me. 

RC: The songs are undeni¬ 
ably catchy and well per¬ 
formed by a cast, three- 
quarters of which come 


from the various incarna¬ 
tions of the stage show. 

They are earworms that 
sound authentic, by and large 
thanks to Young who per¬ 
fectly mimics Valli’s soaring 
multi-octave falsetto voice. 
The bulk of the movie, un¬ 
fortunately, doesn’t soar as 
high as Young’s voice. The 
Broadway show is basically a 
rock concert with a story. The 
big-screen treatment requires 
more. 

MB: I thought it did — in 
places. The feuding between 
the members of the group 
worked better in the movie, 
but the opening scenes of 
Italian boys in da hood has 
been done many times be¬ 
fore, and went on way too 


long. Note that it takes one 
full hour before they sing 
their first hit, Sheriy. 

The movie filled in a lot 
of texture about the Jersey 
mob and life on the road that 
wasn’t in the play, but you 
know, Richard, it’s about a 
rock group in the 1960s, so I 
don’t even have to like it to 
like it. 

RC: I liked the style, the 
songs, but I wanted more 
from the characters. The 
songs will stay in your head; 
the characters won’t. 

MB: And after Valli got his 
name upfront of the group, 
shouldn’t it technically 
have been Frankie Valli and 
the Three Seasons?

Guy Pearce is a little pre¬ 
occupied with water bottles 
at the moment. The Austral¬ 
ian actor was apparently so 
taken with the particular 
metal bottle — made by 
S’well — that he carried 
around on the set of the 
dystopian film the Rover 
that he contacted the com¬ 
pany himself about them. 

Which is why I find my¬ 
self carrying an identical 
bottle into my interview 
with him. “Ah, you got one! 
Excellent! What colour is 
it?” he asks straight off, 
comparing it to the one he’s 
sipping from. 

The package says it’s blue. 

That’s good because this is 
the colour of the one I car¬ 
ried around on the movie. 
The whole time, the art 
department woman told 
me, “When we get to that 
scene that we’re going to 
do in the cafe. I’m going to 


use that bottle.” I said, “Oh 
great, fantastic.” But she 
said, “I need to get it more 
battered up and beaten 
up.” Of course we used it, 
because there’s something 
sort of blue in every scene, 
there’s a small blue thing 
in every scene. So she used 
the bottle, and it’s there 
like an internal promotion. 
And then I ended up buying 
all the crew one of these 
each and had them print 
The Rover on them, which I 
think is what you’ve 
got in there. Can I have a 
quick look? (He takes 
my bottle and unwraps 
it.) 

So that bar in the movie 
just serves water? 

Pretty much, yeah. We 
don’t even know if it’s a 
bar or what it is, it’s just 
some sort of place. It prob¬ 
ably serves food if you were 
to ask, but I don’t know 
what you’d get. 

This film doesn’t waste a 
lot of time explaining why 
or what everything is, it 
just presents this world as 
it is. 

And that’s what’s great 
about (writer-director) 

David (Michod). As an 
audience member, there’s 
so much of you wanting to 
work out what’s going on 
that it’s nice to not be told 
everything all the time. 

I think it can be really 


evocative if you feel like 
a fly on the wall or you’re 
just brought into a world 
and it’s happening in front 
of you without following 
the usual formula. And I 
get why formulas work and 
why they’re utilized, but I 
do think it’s really interest¬ 
ing sometimes to just come 
in crossways instead of just 
being introduced in the 
front door and explained 
everything. 

Your character basically 
has nothing left at the 
beginning of this film. 

That’s right. It’s interest¬ 
ing, because everything you 
don’t know about my char¬ 
acter at the beginning of 
the film I also didn’t know 
about that character when I 
read it. So I really had to sit 
down with David and make 
sure I understood who this 
guy was prior to the film. 

I didn’t really need a big 
back-story, it was more just 
personality. In stripping 
away the civilized man and 
the moral man and the eth¬ 
ical man and all that sort 
of stuff, what he was then 
reverting back to being — 
like we would’ve all been 
thousands of years ago, the 
uncivilized people we were. 
So it was an interesting 
journey to get to the point 
of understanding what 
was left of him, the sur- 
vivalist and animal he has 
become.

Screenwriting duo Keith 
Merryman and David A. 
Newman enjoyed a certain 
amount of unsupervised 
freedom while adapting 
Steve Harvey’s self-help book 
Think Like a Man into the 
2012 film. But when it came 
to making a sequel after the 
film turned into one of that 
summer’s surprise hits, they 
found the powers that be 
were a tad more interested 
in how the second one would 
come together. 

What was the difference 
in working environments 
between the first film and 
this one? 

Newman: I think we had 
the gift of freedom, in a 
way. The book had fans, and 
Steve Harvey did a great job 
of presenting the book on 
Oprah, so we knew there 
was a fan base for the book, 
but there have been a lot 
of self-help books that have 
fan bases that, you know, 
you never know. I’ll put it 
this way, it never occurred 
to us it was going to do what 
it did in the box office. We 
never even heard the words 
“No. 1 at the box office” 
until that day. 

Merryman: Never even 
talked about it, never 
thought it would happen. 

Newman: And I think we 
all were thinking it’s our 




$ 12-million movie that we 
all really love — yay! And 
maybe we weren’t aware 
of Kevin (Hart)’s fan base 
or (producer(Will Packer’s 
ability to get the word out, 
but I think everyone was 
really stunned from that 
point. And then after that 
The Best Man Holiday got 
green-lit after Think Like 
a Man, a lot of things have 
happened. But with success 
comes a whole different set 
of expectations on this one. 
So there were more eyes 
on the prize from the very 
beginning, more opinions. 

I wouldn’t say cooks in the 
kitchen, but there were def¬ 
initely more ideas thrown at 
us than there were the first 
time. 

Merryman: The first one, 


we were basically told, 

“Steve Harvey has to be a 
character, and the book has 
to be a character — do what¬ 
ever you want.” Literally, 
that was it. 

Newman: And in this one 
there were obviously some 
directives. Obviously Kevin’s 
a much bigger star, so it 
would make sense to play to 
that and bump his role up. 

Merryman: But it was intimi¬ 
dating because it was a big 
responsibility, you know, the 
way that people really con¬ 
nected to the first one. And 
with the sequel, our goal was 
to, despite all the craziness 
and campiness, to still root it 
in the relationships, which is 
why it’s dramatically framed 
with them. 


Are there different profes¬ 
sional or diplomatic pos¬ 
itions you have to assume 
when you’re dealing with 
those new cooks in the 
kitchen? Like more smiling 
and nodding politely? 
Newman: Yeah. I laugh 
because I think everyone 
thinks they’re the reason 
the first one was such a hit, 
and I think eveiyone was. 
Like, every single person 
was a reason why it was 
a hit, from Will (director) 
to Tim (Story) to all of the 
actors and hopefully to us, 
too, but at the end of the 
day you have to have a great 
script if you’re going to do 
it again. So there were a few 
different hats to wear from 
the very beginning. We were 
just concerned because we 
didn’t want the entire tone 


of the movie to change into 
a different genre. 

How about using Las Vegas 
as a setting? 

Newman: Even The Hang¬ 
over can’t out-Hangover 
The Hangover. There’s 
been three, and we’re not 
that. So we really decided 
to do what it’s like when 
you go to Vegas, where 
it’s like the conflicts are 
somebody wants to do this 
and somebody wants to do 
that, you’re automatically 
supposed to feel like you’re 
having the best time of all 
time. 

Merryman: And if you 
don’t, you feel like you 
failed. 

Newman: And then our 
main premise was it’s the 


greatest place in the world 
for men and women to get 
their freak on — unless 
they go together as couples, 
which gave everything a 
conflict and comedy. 

I couldn’t help noticing the 
lamest character in your 
movie keeps suggesting 
they go see Jersey Boys, 
which you’re opening 
against. 

Newman: I know, I know. 
We didn’t have time to go to 
Vegas, so we started doing 
research on the Internet, 
and everything was Criss An¬ 
gel and Jersey Boys, and so 
we wrote it into the script. 
As soon as you get off the 
airplane there it’s like, Jer¬ 
sey Boys! And I just thought 
Bennett would want to see it 
and know that it had eight 
Tony nominations. And it 
cracks me up that we’re 
now opening the exact same 
weekend, and it’s within the 
first eight minutes of our 
movie.

Love and survival behind bcks 


Orange is the New Black stars Taylor Schilling and Uzo Aduba talk about all of Season 2's drama, 
from Piper's new tough-girl persona to the good intentions behind Crazy Eyes' not-so-good behaviour. 



Dramedy 


Orange is the New Black Sea¬ 
son 2 opened with a vengeance 
and never turned back. 

In the first season we’re 
introduced to a timid, naive 
Piper Chapman (Taylor Schil¬ 
ling), an upper middle class, 
well-educated 32-year-old yup¬ 
pie finding her way through 
prison life after being sen¬ 
tenced to 15 months for cany- 
ing drug money 10 years prior. 

But in Season 2, months 
into her sentence, Chapman 
survives on her newfound 
reputation as a thug after Sea¬ 
son 1 ended with her beating a 
fellow inmate senseless. 

This Chapman has a better 
understanding of what it takes 
to survive in prison. 

“There’s a shedding of a 
skin,” Schilling says of her 
character’s hardened shell this 
season. “There’s nothing she 
can do but adapt.” 

Chapman is not the only in¬ 
mate at Litchfield prison who’s 
flexing her muscles. Things get 
dark in Season 2, and no char¬ 
acter gets as dark as Suzanne 
“Crazy Eyes” Warren, played 
by Uzo Aduba. 

Vee, a sort of den mother 
and repeat inmate at the 
prison — and possibly the 
most terrifying character on 
television — wants to run the 
prison, and with that, all the 
contraband coming in. So she 
taps into Crazy Eyes’ vulner¬ 
ability, using her need to be 
respected to do so. 

Acting as Vee’s enforcer 
gives Crazy Eyes a sense of 
purpose. Aduba points out that 
Vee is one of only two fellow 
inmates (Chapman being the 
other) who refers to her by her 
proper name as Suzanne. 


“It’s like she feels seen by 
them,” Aduba says. “Vee gives 
her time and dignity by saying 
that her job on the work crew 
was respectable, and that gave 
her something that she hadn’t 
really been given by any other 
inmates.” 


Without giving away too 
many spoilers for those view¬ 
ers taking their time to get 
through this season (seriously, 
watch it, so the rest of us who 
have can stop talking in hushed 
tones!), Crazy Eyes takes on 
her role as Vee’s “muscle” with 


all the vigour you’d expect of 
someone named Crazy Eyes. 
Though Aduba sees it a bit dif¬ 
ferently. 

“She was protecting what 
she loves. It’s always with 
good intentions she does these 
things. That was how I was 


able to not judge her, because 
her thing isn’t that she’s en¬ 
raged, she’s just in love.” 

Orange is the New Black 
touches on a lot of things: ra¬ 
cism, white privilege, sexual¬ 
ity, transgender issues, reli¬ 
gion. 


• Is Orange Is the New 
Black a comedy? A 
drama? Taylor Schil¬ 
ling says, like life, this 
show is a bit of both. 

“My experience of life 
is that these extremes 
exist, often so close to 
each other, even if it’s 
the extreme of anger 
and sadness, or rage 
and humour. There’s just 
so many extremes that 
smack up against each 
other in real life and 
that's what this show 
does, I think. This show 
has so many different 
colours that meet in the 
middle, including drama. 
It's really hard for me to 
make that call."

Above all, what comes out is 
the human instinct to survive 
at any cost, our basic need to 
fit in, be respected and, Aduba 
is quick to add, be loved.

Polaris Music Prize. Drake, 
Arcade Fireon the long list 


Past winners Arcade Fire and 
Owen Pallett have been named 
to the long list for this year’s Po¬ 
laris Music Prize. 

The 40 contenders for the 
annual $30,000 award were an¬ 
nounced Thursday at Calgaiy’s 
National Music Centre. 

Many other previous Po¬

New York. ‘I’m just back

Dave Chappelle’s hesitant, 
slow-motion comeback 

reached a big-tent crescendo 
when the comic performed a 
nearly two-hour set at Radio 
City Music Hall that seemed to 
officially announce his long- 
awaited return. 

Chappelle, who famously 
abandoned his acclaimed 
and lucrative Comedy Cen¬ 
tral show in 2005, has largely 
shunned the public eye since 
last year resuming his stand- 
up career. 

In his wide-ranging act 
Wednesday, Chappelle made 
up for lost time, catching up 
to a decade of racial and so¬ 
cietal change, skipping from 
Herman Cain to Donald Ster¬ 
ling, his since-born children 
to his return from self-im¬ 
posed exile. 

“I’m just back out here 
earning enough money to dis¬ 


appear again,” he said mid-set 
as the sold-out crowd howled, 
collectively hoping he was 
joking. 

The show was the first of 
nine scheduled for Chappelle 
at Radio City, easily his biggest 
platform in years. Music acts 
like the Roots, Nas and Janelle 
Monae are to join him later, 
but the kickoff show began 
with the veteran Washington, 
D.C. comic Tony Woods as the 
opener and an intro from, of 
all people, James Lipton. 

Lipton, who hosted 
Chappelle years ago on Inside 
the Actors Studio, repeated 
the unusual warnings posted 
around Radio City prohibiting 
not just recording but heck¬ 
ling and even texting. The 
rules (which weren’t strictly 
enforced) spoke to Chappelle’s 
unease about stepping back 
into the limelight, as well as 
an incident from last August. 
At a gig in Hartford, Conn., 
Chappelle shut down his 
act 10 minutes in because of 
heckling. Videos of the per¬ 
formance went viral online. 

Chappelle immediately 
referenced that night during 
a tangent on North Korea, say¬ 
ing that if leader Kim Jong Un 
were to use an atom bomb, he 
might consider Hartford. 

But such “spills along the 


way,” as Chappelle said of 
his admittedly “ill-conceived” 
comeback, weren’t a part 
of Wednesday’s perform¬ 
ance. A noticeably more buff 
Chappelle first appeared with 
his silhouette projected large 
on a screen. He looked in¬ 
creasingly comfortable as his 
set went on, and he chain¬ 
smoked cigarettes, bumming 
one from an audience mem¬ 
ber. 

Chappelle frequently wove 
into his performance a self- 
awareness of his iconic stat¬ 
ure as a kind of J.D. Salinger 
of comedy He often sounded 
confined by the role: “I’m too 
famous to say everything I 
think or feel,” Chappelle said. 

Of his abrupt exit from 
Chappelle’s Show he said: “I 
just didn’t feel like doing it 
anymore. It was dramatic, but 
I feel better.” 

When someone shouted 
that he should bring back the 
show, Chappelle joked that 
he’ll do it right after mak¬ 
ing Half-Baked 2 — an even 
unlilcelier return to his past 
(his 1998 stoner comedy Half- 
Baked). In the end, Chappelle 
looked reluctant to leave. 

“This has been swell,” he 
said, before adding several 
more anecdotes.

Strawberry-Balsamic 
Glazed Pork Tenderloin. 

Summer starts tomorrow 
and this little red berry is 
the star of the season 


When you discover foods that 
have a natural affinity for one 
another, it’s easy to find num¬ 
erous excuses to enjoy them 
together. 

One such combo is straw¬ 
berries and balsamic vinegar. 
Both sport assertively sweet, 
nicely acidic flavours that not 
only work well together, but 
also pair up wonderfully with 
so many other foods. 

For grilling season, pork ten¬ 
derloin that is slathered with 
a strawberiy-balsamic glaze 


just makes sense. For optimal 
flavour, the pork gets hit with 
the strawberry-balsamic blend 
three times. 

1. In blender, combine straw¬ 
berries, oil, vinegar, honey, 
garlic, salt and pepper. Puree 
until smooth. Pour about a 
third of mix into saucepan and 
set aside. Pour another third 
of mix into large non-reactive 
bowl. Pour the remaining sauce 
into a small bowl. 

2. Slice pork tenderloins into 
1/2-inch rounds. A few at a time, 
place rounds between sheets of 
plastic wrap, then use the meat 
mallet or rolling pin to careful¬ 
ly pound the rounds to an even 
thickness of about 1/4 inch. 
Place the pounded rounds in 
the non-reactive bowl with the 


sauce, turning to coat evenly. 
Refrigerate for 30 minutes. 

3. After the pork has marin¬ 
ated for 20 minutes, heat a grill 
to medium-high. 

4. Place saucepan of strawberry- 
balsamic sauce over medium- 
low heat on the stovetop. Bring 
to a simmer and cook, stirring 
frequently, for 8 to 10 minutes, 
or until thickened. Cover the 
pan and remove from the heat.

5. When the pork has finished 
marinating, use an oil-soaked 
paper towel held with tongs 
to oil the grill grates.

Look out, old-school laminate and tile — and even current fave countertop materials, granite and quartz. Along with wood and recycled glass, concrete is growing 
in popularity. Skilled DIY-types can make simpler versions of custom-made alternatives. Here's what’s happening in countertops now

works of art. 

Custom-designed by Fu-Tun 
Cheng of the Berkeley, Calif.- 
based Cheng Concrete, they 
feature colours like brick, flow¬ 
ing lines and pictures of naut¬ 
ilus shells. 

“With concrete there is a 
lot of room for creativity, to 
say nothing of colour,” says 
Zuckerman, a retired psycholo¬ 
gist. “It gives you flexibility.” 

Homeowners looking to 
spice up their kitchens can 
install a variety of countertops 
that go beyond the traditional 
laminate and tile. Today’s op¬ 
tions include concrete and 
butcher-block-style wood, and 
a range of custom-designed 
colours and shapes. IceStone 
countertops use recycled glass 
from broken bottles. 

“So many different materi¬ 
als are used in countertops 
these days,” says Tony Izzo, 
Curtis Lumber’s corporate 


kitchen and bath manager in 
Albany, N.Y. Until about 25 
years ago, he says, roughly 90 
per cent of countertops in U.S. 
homes were laminate, and the 
rest tile. 

Then DuPont’s Corian hit 
the market, followed by gran¬ 
ite and quartz, which are cur¬ 
rent favourites, he says. Today, 
just half of countertops are 
laminate, Izzo says. 

The burgeoning interest 
in alternative countertops is 
the natural extension of that 
trend. And they are becoming 
more affordable. 

“Slowly, over the years, the 
market has really grown,” says 
Mike Heidebrink, president 
of Cheng Concrete. When the 
company opened in 2002, it 
catered mostly to well-heeled 
dot-commers willing to spend 
more to bring an artisan’s 
touch to their kitchens. 

Today, Heidebrink says, 
Cheng also serves a grow¬ 
ing number of skilled do-it- 
yourselfers who want to shape, 



mould and install countertops 
themselves. They can choose 
the colour and lines of their 
countertops, he says. Once in¬ 
stalled and sealed, he says, con¬ 
crete countertops are as dur¬ 
able as limestone and marble. 

Nils Wessell in Brooklyn, 


New York, says the do-it-your¬ 
self movement is also fuelling 
his businesses, in a different 
way. 

“This DIY interest in cook¬ 
ing leads to people wanting 
a suitable surface to chop up 
meat on,” says Wessell. His 


company, Brooklyn Butch¬ 
er Blocks, makes wooden 
countertops with enough 
thickness and durability to be 
used as cutting boards. Clients 
include barbeque restaurants 
as well as home cooks.

Fences have been 
breached by fans at both

“It is embarrassing,” FIFA 
director of security Ralf 
Mutschlce said Thursday, one 
day after dozens of ticketless 
Chile fans broke into the sta¬ 
dium ahead of their team’s 
2-0 win against Spain. 

Brazilian authorities said 
87 people were detained 
after smashing their way 
through a perimeter wire 
fence into the stadium 
media centre.

Twice bitten by Suarez 




Big-time brace. Upon 
return from injury, 
controversial Uruguayan 
striker preys on shaky 
back line of England 



Luis Suarez scored twice to 
give Uruguay a 2-1 victoiy over 
England at the World Cup on 
Thursday, making an instant 
impact in his return from in¬ 
jury to revive his team’s Group 
D campaign. 

The Liverpool striker, who 
hadn’t played since undergoing 
surgeiy on his left knee last 
month, lashed in the winner in 
the 85th minute, after seeing 
his first-half opener cancelled 
out by Wayne Rooney. 

After surprisingly losing its 
Group D opener to Costa Rica, 
Uruguay’s qualifying chances 
have now been given a major 
lift, while England’s hopes of 
advancing to the round of 16 
are in real jeopardy after its 
worst World Cup start in more 
than half a century. 

Suarez seemed to revel in 
inflicting England’s second suc¬ 
cessive loss in Brazil, having 
been punished twice by the 
country’s Football Association 
for misdemeanours, serving 


• Italy and Costa Rica, who 
both have three points, 
meet for their second 
group game on Friday. 
Uruguay now has three 
points, while England is 
on zero points after con¬ 
secutive defeats following 
its losing start to Italy. 


bans for racism and biting in 
the Premier League. 

Of Uruguay’s six efforts on 
target, five were from Suarez 
— including the two that beat 
goalkeeper Joe Hart as Eng¬ 
land’s slack defending was ex¬ 
ploited. 

“I dreamt this,” Suarez said 
at the Itaquerao Stadium in Sao 
Paulo. “I’m enjoying this mo¬ 
ment, because of all I suffered, 
the criticism I received. So, 
there you go.” 

By taking his World Cup 
tally to five goals, Suarez en¬ 
sured that Rooney’s first-ever 
goal in 10 matches on football’s

It’s believed he would prefer 
to move out of Canada and 
the glare of the spotlight that 
comes from playing north of 
the border. 

In return for Spezza, it’s 
believed Murray would like to 
get a top-six player, a highly 
ranked prospect and perhaps a 



first-round pick at the upcom¬ 
ing NHL entiy draft, seeing as 
the Senators don’t have one 
this year. 

Murray said he has heard 
from teams, and speculation 
has Anaheim and St. Louis as 
the front-runners. 

“All we do in our business 
is investigate when there’s 
a request by a player,” said 
Murray. “You investigate pos¬ 
sibilities and you talk about it 
and negotiate and when you 
negotiate it sometimes takes 
a week.
